Results from our Member Survey

Ten years ago, SZ member Ruth Bernstein, 
CEO and president of EMC Research, led an SZ 
member study. Her team completed a similar 
research study in 2021. In this survey, members 
yielded some interesting facts about not just 

the demographics of our congregation but also 
the overall satisfaction and connection of our 
members. 


Compared to 10 years ago, Sha’ar Zahav now has: 


¢ Significantly more new members. 
25% of our membership is now made up 
of individuals and families who have been 
members for 2 years or less; 


e Many more members who live outside San 
Francisco and, in particular, who live 
outside of the Bay Area; 


¢ More members who identify as Jews by 


Choice, which is double the amount a 
decade ago (from 5% to 10%); 


¢ More interfaith households 
(now almost 40%-—); and 


¢ More individuals who identify as 
straight/non-LGBTQ+ members, 
an increase from 16% to 23%. 


Several key points were very evident in the 
survey results: 


¢ Most members feel connected to the 
community, even if they are not very active; 


¢ Members who participated in the survey 
are overwhelmingly satisfied with the 
our community; 


¢ Perceptions and ratings have improved 
significantly compared with 10 years ago 
especially in the areas of clergy and 
leadership; 


e Sha’ar Zahav is seen as a very welcoming 
and diverse community, with significant 
improvement compared to 2011; 


¢ Members gave very positive ratings to how 
the synagogue operated during the 
COVID-19 pandemic; and 


e While many members are looking forward 
to in-person activities — especially social 
connections — many want to continue 
online/Zoom activities as well. 


Results from the survey highlighted the fact 
that we have been listening to and responding 
to concerns and needs of the congregation ina 
meaningful and responsible fashion. Our chal- 
lenge for the next decade is to maintain and 
strengthen these gains so that our connected 
community continues to thrive. 


We are especially grateful to not just the com- 
mittee who helped develop the survey but also 
to Ruth Bernstein, EMC Research and Riley 
Galvin, without whom the survey would not 
have happened. 


Sha’ar Zahav is stronger for the dedicated vol- 
unteerism of our members. No place is this more 
appreciated than in the annual work behind the 
scenes to produce successful services and High 
Holy Day programming. In addition to our dedi- 
cated clergy, Rabbi Copeland and Cantor Bern- 
stein, staff including Sue Bojdak, Sharon Heath, 
Andy Schwartz and Susie Idzik and many ser- 
vices leaders; we thank those unseen members: 
Ron Edelman, Steve Mazer, James Carlson, Sara 
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Haber, Martin Tannenbaum, Mike Shriver, Tony 
Harris, Emily Dorian, Ruth Schoenbach, Matt 
Rich, Larry Wexler, Mike Rosenberg, whose 
work was invaluable.

According to the recent SZ membership survey, 
a substantial number of SZ members are in the 
vicinity of 70 years of age. If you are in that 
age group, this information is mostly for you 
— but everyone should read this to prepare for 
the future. 


If you have been fortunate enough to have 
stocked away money in an IRA (Individual Re- 
tirement Account), federal tax laws have been 
very, very kind to you. You never had to pay tax- 
es on the money that you contributed, so ideally, 
you have many years of tax-deferred growth. 


But now, the IRS has plans for your money. 
When you hit 72, you must begin to take Re- 

quired Minimum Distributions (RMDs). “So 
@yrav you may ask. “It’s my money, I worked 
hard for it, and now I get to spend it.” That’s 
great, but every single dollar you take will be 
taxed as ordinary income.

How much you’ll pay annually will depend on 
how much you have saved and what your life 
expectancy is. If you fail to take your RMD 
each year, you will get hit with miserable tax 
penalties. 


So, what’s to be done? Back in 2006, Congress, 
with strong bipartisan support, enacted a law 
establishing QCDs (Qualified Charitable Dona- 
tions). Simple explanation: Instead of taking 
your RMDs, you direct the custodian of your 
IRA (bank, financial institution, brokerage) to 
send the RMD (or portions of it) to any quali- 
fied charitable institution you designate. 


In my case, I directed my money to Friends of 
San Francisco Animal Care & Control, the San 
Francisco-Marin Food Bank, Jewish Family 
and Children’s Services, and (of course) Sha’ar 
Zahav. I benefited because I did not have to pay 
taxes on the RMD, and the money I donated 
will not be added to my Adjusted Gross Income 
(AGI). This brief article is by no means every- 
thing you need to know, but I hope it nudges 
you to start thinking about a tax move which 
will benefit you and SZ.
